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The powers of the regular judge ordinarily are suspended on the selection of a special or substitute judge. 


On the selection of a special or substitute judge, the powers of the regular judge ordinarily are suspended as far as they relate to 
the case or term which the former has been chosen to try or hold.! However, the authority of the regular judge is not suspended 


but continues as to matters not within the purview of the special or substitute judge's selection.” While a properly assigned 
special judge has all the powers and responsibilities of a regular judge of the court, those powers and responsibilities are always 


secondary to those of the regular judge and come into play only when the regular judge is unable to hear the case.” Moreover, 
the powers of the special judge are subject to return to the control of the regular judge in the event that the special judge becomes 


incapacitated or refuses to act.4
